Modifying Dissolved Oxygen Monitoring Requirements for the Skinner Lake Recreation

adopted, the tentative Addendum will allow the Riverside County Regional Park & Open 
Space District (District) to measure dissolved oxygen concentrations in the oxidation 
ponds with a portable dissolved oxygen meter, and would require the District to notify 
the Regional Board if the dissolved oxygen concentration in the oxidation ponds falls 
below 2.0 mg/L.

Board office after this final submittal deadline date will not be provided to the Regional 
Board.  Also, the Regional Board is not likely to accept written material on the day of the 
meeting.
